We have our choice this week of a 
resurrection lesson from' Mark xvl or 
the regular lesson, but as we saw 
Isaac risen from tbe dead In our last 
lesson and this one sbows ua a bride 
for Isaac and hla marriage, suggesting 
the resurrection of the bride of Christ, 
the church, and tbe marriage of tbe 
Lamb, we will take the regular lessou. 

After tbe figurative death and resur 
raction of Isaac (quite a reality to both 
Abraham and Isaac) Abraham return¬ 
ed to Beerabeba and dwelt there. It la 
oar privilege to dwell always by the 
well of Him that llvetb and seetb ua 
and by the well of God's faithfulness 
and with Joy draw water from the 
wella of salvation (Gen. xvl. 13, 14. 
margin; x*J. 31. margin; Isa. xit. 3). 

Gen. xxill tells of tbe death and 
burial of Sarah at the age of 127 years 
sou of the purchase of tbe cave of 
Machpelab at Hebron at a burial 
place. Gen. ixlv la tbe record of Abra¬ 
ham's servant obtaining a wife for 
Isaac and la wondrously suggestive of 
the present work of the Holy Spirit ob¬ 
taining a bride for the crucified and 
risen Chriat. We know from Eph. v. 
31. 32. that Adam and Eve are typical 
of Chriat aod the church, and there la 
mncb to be learned from all tbe brldee 
of. Scripture, notably Rebekab. Rachel. 
Asenatb aod others. Tbe Bride, the 
Lamb’s wife, la described In Rev. xxl. 
and In Jer. 111. 14. Jehovah says that 
He la married to Israel.
